There was a time when a fair number of flocks win- | 
tered in Vancouver Islan waters and gunners had at least 
a chance of picking up birds during December and January. 

Now only scattered bunches of black brant hang around 
our shores before the northward migration starts in Febru- 
ary. This week, for instance, there are a few of the small 
sea-going geese off Qualicum and Union Bay and undoubtedly 
some flocks along the west coast,‘tiut for sportsmen in this | 
vicinity brant hunting is just next door to a waste of time. | 

The situation can change in a hurry when the big | 
flighis of migrating brant- hit this area, usually about the 
thie the season ends on Feb, 28.| Although there are years 
when-the- migrations -iate-and brant bags are skimpy, we) 
often have a week or two of good shooting, And for the men 
who walt for them every year, brant hunting is something 
special, : I. 

Vancouver Island's core of brant-hunting “regulars” 
probably numbers less than 200, but because they take such 
a fierce delight in their frigid sport on the wind-swept sand- 
spits, and because the Pacific brant is a highly-vulnerable 
bird, some of the storics filtering up from Mexico are a 
mite disturbing 

According to the last available count taken by the US, 

= Wildlife Service, less than 3 per cent of the brant winter in 
British Columbia 

About 9 per cent spend their winters in Washington 
waters end aproximately 22 per cent off California. The 
largest number of the estimated brant population of 145,- 
000 birds—about 95,006--winters off Lower California, in 
Mexican waters. 


Hunting Pressure at in Mexico 


Until the last few years, hunting pressure was very 
light in Lower California and the main {ill has always been, 
recorded in California waters, where about 16,000 birds are 
taken annually. Hunters in’ Washington and Oregon are 
believed to average about 6,000 brant per season and Cana 
dians account for another 3,000
